Now, in 1968, the program has 
vast and complex reponsibili- 
ties that effect Maine's econo- 
my, community welfare, and 
the future development of the 
entire State. 

One o£ the points of the pro- 
posed revision of the District 
Liw would strengthen the State 
Soil Conservation Committee 
atd the voice of local districts, 
by adding one supervisor repre- 
senting three of four districts, 
on the State Committee. In 
Southwestern Maine, one sup- 
ervisor wotld represent Ox. 
ford, Androscoggin Valley, 
Cumberland and York County
